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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's amendment of claims 1 and 12 now citing "planarizing the substrate to create a planar surface 
comprising a surface of the dielectric layer and a surface of the metal-containing layer" as well as claim 19, now citing "depositing a metal- 
containing layer on the substrate to fill both the vertical interconnect and the horizontal interconnect", requires further search and/or 
consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: they are not persuasive. The arguments with 
respect to claims 1 and 12 rely upon the proposed amendment which is not entered. Regarding the arguments pertaining to claim 19, 
Applicant argues that the Yang in view Gates would not be successfully combined with Naik because the final structure of Yang discloses 
a dual damascene in which the interconnects are separated by a barrier layer and seed layer. However, this is not persuasive because 
Naik is relied on for teaching the process of forming the dual damascene opening only. Both Naik and Yang in view of Gates end up with 
a dual damascene structure, therefore one of ordinary skill in the art would have had a reasonable expectation of success using the 
method of Naik to form an opening in which the interconnect structure of Yang in view of Gates could be formed. 
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
